that although he was concerned the information was 
provided by a fellow board member, he was "just as 
disappointed with (reporter) Chris Reagle of The Sentinel, 
because she knew it was in draft form and wasn't to be 
released. She ended up getting a copy and released it 
anyway." 

"When The Standard-Times called me, I told them 
it was not ready for release, and they respected that," Mr. 
Francis said. "It makes it tougher to deal with situations. 
It makes it difficult to settle issues when ... the informa- 
tion is already out there." 

"It wasn't a good situation that the information 
got out," Selectman Laboa said. "I contacted (the owner) 
after it appeared in the newspaper and said I was sorry. 
We'll have to have a further discussion about fine-tuning 
those policies ... regarding the release of information." 

"Because I work for the Selectmen, part of my job 
is to make sure they don't get blind-sided (on certain 
issues)," Mr. Himtoon said. "I go on the general premise 
that every document that comes into this office ... is a 
public record," Mr. Himtoon said, "except when it deals 
with a personnel matter — I wouldn't release that — or 
(documents dealing with) litigation, collective bargaining, 
or criminal actions. Other than that, everything else is a 
public record. What happens is reporters have to do their 
jobs (and) although all the meetings are very open here, 
some reporters take short cuts. Some reporters stay after 
the meetings and want to talk to us ... I take exception to

that. It's not up to us to call (reporters) with information." 

"Until it's in the mail, it's not a public record," 
Chairman Parker added. "We'll have to establish a policy 
so this will not happen in the future." 

At 7:10 pm the board met with members of the 
Rochester Memorial School Building Committee to 
discuss the proposed expansion and renovation project at 
the elementary school. According to Building Committee 
Chairman Amie Johnson, in addition to the ongoing need 
for more classroom space, they also had several public 
safety issues with the current school building. Some of 
these matters are going to be taken care of prior to the 
start of school in September 

But in order to identify the town's needs for the 
next 10 years, Mr Johnson said they looked at the number 
of house lots created in Rochester over the past 10 years 
which averaged 44.6 new house lots and about 42.4 
average building permits issued. "We're trying to go into 
this project, knowing the (fiscal) situation the town is in," 
Mr Johnson said. "What we'd like to do and what we're 
going to propose to the architect is to do a phased-in 
project, starting with two classrooms and two to four 
utility rooms." 

Mr Johnson said they are going to ask prospec- 
tive architects for four possible scenarios: 

• Adding a second floor to the 1989 Memorial 
School addition; 

• Extending that second-floor level out to the site; 

• Designing the building to SB A rules; and 

• Designing the building outside of SBA rules. 
"Right now our timeline is, if there's a Special 

Town Meeting in the spring, we'll be ready to go," Mr. 
Johnson said. "What we want to do is once we get this 
out, we want to interview architects, go on site visits, and 
see what they've designed. We're going to look at all 
methods of construction once an architect is hired —

EAR INFECTIONS 

My dog has dark chocolate colored dirt in his ears 
and he is always shaking his head. Is this dirt? 
What causes this? 

Your dog probably has a yeast infection in 
his ears. A dark, waxy discharge associated 
with a musky odor is a characteristic. 
Yeast infections are common in dogs that get 
water in their ears and dogs with allergies.

"It has been over 20 years that we've been doing 
this program," Mr. Pierce said. While the program usually 
focuses on the Perseids meteor shower, the fast-moving 
meteors that streak across the night sky in August, they 
will be washed out by a nearly full moon on August 12 
when they peak. This is not a big setback for Mr. Pierce, as 
he admits to terrible luck in viewing the Perseids with the 
group, cursed some years by clouds and fog, other years 
with bright moon light. Even without the meteors, there is 
plenty to see and the annual tour of the summer night sky 
has become a favorite program at the museum. 

The program includes a tour of some of the

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constellations such as Cygnus, the swan; Ursa Major (with 
the "Big Dipper" in it); Hercules; and Bootes. In these, Mr. 
Pierce points out bright stars like Vega, Altair, and Deneb 
of the summer triangle. He also shows notable double 
stars that can be seen in binoculars, such as Albireo in the 
"head" of Cygnus, which is really a bright golden yellow 
star with a blue-tinged companion. Small backyard 
telescopes will be pointed to other objects like the Great 
Hercules Cluster, a fuzzy cluster of hundreds of thou- 
sands of stars discovered by Edmond Halley. The real star 
of the night will be Mars, rising low in the east at 10:00 
pm. 

While Harry Potter fans know that Centaurs find 
ominous tiding in the news that Mars will be getting 
brighter throughout August, others will just enjoy the 
view. Except for the views from two NASA orbiters 
viewing Mars doesn't get much better than this since 
Mars will be the closest it has ever gotten to Earth for 
60,000 years on August 27, although it gets pretty close 
every 15 years. While it will be bright and close, since it is 
a "small" inner planet and still quite far off, features may 
not be as spectacular through a backyard scope as in 
NASA images.

ORR Outdoor Arena 

A group of tri-town citizens have formed an ad 
hoc committee to build a multi-sport outdoor arena. It 
will be located on the Old Rochester Regional High 
School/Junior High School grounds. One and a half years 
ago, the school committee gave the group permission to 
fund-raise $3,000 to bid on the used boards and Plexiglass 
from the Gallo Ice Hockey Arena in Bourne. New outdoor 
arenas, not including the surface, cost over $30,000. The 
committee procured the $3,000 from the Chuck Michaud 
Hockey Scholarship Fund. They plan to name the arena 
after Chuck (a very popular and successful ORR ice 
hockey coach who passed away a few years ago). Local 
sports enthusiasts Ken Letendre, Bill Mee, Tim Mathews, 
Rick Cole, Tom Brownell, Chris Jaskolka, Chris McDoogle, 
and ORR High School hockey players offered their time 
adn/ or equipment to help move the arena and store the 
rink at Brownell's Boatyard in Mattapoisett. 

The group is now working with the School 
Superintendent and administrators at ORR to prepare the 
surface for the arena, which will probably be located 
behind ORR Junior High. They need to raise about 
$30,000 for the ground preparation and concrete. Upon 
completion, rental stipends from leagues, youth organiza- 
tions and birthday parties, among other events, should 
cover maintenance and upkeep. The arena could be used 
for roller hockey, arena soccer, arena field hockey, basket- 
ball, tennis, lacrosse, and multiple games and sports for 
the junior high and high school physical education 
classes. There are no plans to flood and freeze this arena. 
Roller hockey leagues will no doubt be organized. Arenas 
like this can be found in Southeastern Massachusetts at 
Sandwich, Scituate, Rockland, Mansfield, and Plymouth. 
Athletic directors and recreation directors from these 
towns have all stated that these arenas are popular and 
especially helpful for the ice hockey and soccer programs.

Seabiscuit. Starring Tobey Maguire, Jeff Bridges, 
and Chris Cooper. Directed by Gary Ross. Run- 
ning time: 141 minutes.

Galloping virtually alone in the adult-interest lane among 
too many comic-book movies and teen-geek fantasies, Seabiscuit 
the movie is as much an underdog this summer as Seabiscuit the 
horse was during the Depression. (As I write this, it looks as 
though the movie's fate won't be as inspirational as the horse's: 
Seabiscuit trailed behind sequels to Spy Kids and Tomb Raider on 
opening day.) For about 40 minutes, Gary Ross's adaptation of 
the Laura Hillenbrand bestseller feels a bit unfocused and awk- 
ward. Its three human leads — auto seller Charles Howard (Jeff 
Bridges), who owns Seabiscuit; trainer Tom Smith (Chris Coo- 
per), who gentles the horse into a contender; and failed boxer Red 
Pollard (Tobey Maguire), who becomes Seabiscuit's jockey — are 
introduced separately, and it takes a while for all three to get 
together. While we wait, narrator David McCuUough makes the 
damn thing sound like one of the more earnestly journalistic PBS 
documentaries. 

When the men unite around the horse, though, Seabiscuit 
gains power and depth. Seabiscuit, who famously got more 
newspaper ink in 1938 than FDR and Hitler, is positioned as the 
rejuvenating soul of a sick nation — a long-odds boss who 
surprises everyone and surges to greatness. Ross tells the story 
with a minimum of schmaltz, though he can't resist some pieties 
in the dialogue, as if he didn't trust the combined magic of editor 
William Goldenberg and cinema tographer John Schwartzman to 
create poetry in motion. The racing sequences are unflashy yet 
exhilarating, generating old-school excitement without techno 
music or CGI. We know the odds, we know what's at stake, and 
we're given a God's-eye view of the races. Seabiscuit could've 
worked just as well — maybe even better — as a silent movie; in 
its modest way it re-introduces pure cinema to a summer full of 
bloat and hype. 




Exquisitely cast, the movie focuses more on the embattled 
men at its center than on the titular champion. Jeff Bridges gives 
his lines an air of fatuous hucksterism — he's glib, a salesman for 
Seabiscuit as well as for cars — but Bridges' essential decency also 
comes through, as when he frets about the injured horse and his 
injured jockey going through with the climactic race. Chris Coo- 
per will likely never be plausible as, say, an office manager or web 
designer, but he has perfected his piece of the Laconic Man of 
Nature turf; a man of very few words, Tom Smith (nicknamed 
"Silent Tom" back in the day) has to speak volumes with subtle 
eye shifts or grudging smiles, and Cooper is more than up to the 
challenge. Tobey Maguire risks making Red Pollard somewhat 
imstable and hot-headed, a realistically beaten-down young man 
whose very presence seems to calm the frightened, abused 
Seabiscuit, as if the horse had finally found his soulmate. 

As he showed in 1998's now-and-then fantasy Pleasantville, 
Gary Ross has a gentle eye for time-capsule stories; the period of 
the late '30s is effortlessly evoked — the whistlestop speeches, the 
men in straw hats, the effusive radio announcers (William H. 
Macy has fim as the fictional "Tick Tock" McLaughlin, who uses 
clownish sound effects to augment his rhapsodies to the equine 
champion). Seabiscuit may have been largely a media hero (his 
tale inspired an earlier film, 1949's The Story of Seabiscuit with 
Shirley Temple), but his legend was hard-won. The movie's 
glowing reviews — which fairly sigh with relief at the respite 
from overkill like Bad Boys 11 — are earned, too. Seabiscuit is not a 
work of great art, but it tells its solid story with grace and dignity.

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A Matter of Trust

I've never been much of a gossip-monger. Some of you may 
find that strange for someone whose career choice often puts him 
in a prime position to hear about all kinds of scandals and ru- 
mors within the machinations of small-town politics. People of- 
ten feel compelled to tell me who did what to whom at what 
time and with whatever intention — past, present or future. On 
rare occasion, these details might come back to haunt me and 
end up as a feature story in these pages or the subject of one of 
my weekly "Inner Views" columns right here in this very space. 
But more often than not, I just file these colorful anecdotes away 
for future reference, smiling in appreciation to the person who 
imparted the juicy bit of information. 

Lest you think I'm patting myself on the back as a pillar of 
prestige who always takes the journalistic high road, there are a 
few basic reasons why I often choose not to follow up on such 
"hot" tips. First, there's a 50/50 chance that everything I hear is 
false, or at least somewhat skewed in favor of those imparting 
these words of wisdom. Second, for every person who gets a 
cheap thrill out of reading such dirt in print there are always 
several more (usually those directly involved) who might not 
take too kindly to having their names dragged through the mud 
for the wrong reasons. Third, there's already ample resources for 
such anonymous, vitriolic and often mean-spirited gossip; to wit: 
the Internet and countless tabloid newspapers specializing in yel- 
low journalism. 

As a strong, vocal supporter of the Open Meeting Law and 
a person vehemently dedicated to both Freedom of Speech and 
Freedom of the Press, I don't appreciate when town officials some- 
times bend the rules or take advantage of Executive Sessions to 
conduct business behind-closed-doors. But there are also times 
when I think my fellow members of the press need to exercise 
some degree of restraint and common sense in dealing with mat- 
ters which might impugn or, at the very least, tarnish someone's 
reputation. After all, we're covering small-town politics in our 
little SouthCoast corner of the world. There are no Watergate 
cover-ups or Iran-Contra conspiracies to be found here. 

That being said, you can understand why I was both per- 
plexed and sadly disappointed this past week in the aftermath 
of a major media faux pas that could have been and should have 
been avoided in the Town of Rochester. I was present during the 
July 21 Selectmen's meeting — along with fellow reporters from 
both The Standard-Times and The Sentinel — to hear Town Ad- 
ministrator James Huntoon advise that several letters from the 
Board of Health, the Building Inspector, the Wiring Inspector, 
and Town Counsel were being sent to the owners of the Knight 
& Look Campground advising of some potential violations and 
permitting problems at the establishment. Mr. Huntoon stressed 
these letters were "in draft form" and were not to be released to 
the press. As such, he kindly asked the media to use discretion in 
this matter. 



Now I don't want to point fingers here at another newspa- 
per reporter, but let's just say there were no details from these 
letters in The Wanderer last week, nor were there any in the local 
daily newspaper, either. But another weekly opted to ignore this 
all-too-common and sincere request and ran a front-page story 
detailing everything contained in those "draft" letters. 

Granted, the member of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
who provided copies of these draft documents should share in 
some of the blame. But it's also not that unusual to provide a 
reporter with such unofficial or "off the record" documents for 
background information, either. 

As if it isn't already difficult enough to get people to confide 
in journalists and the news media, we all suffer from such rash 
and counter-productive reporting. I can't tell you how often I see 
that sudden flash of mistrust in someone's eyes when I identify 
myself as a newspaper reporter. Sadly, such attempts at "getting 
the scoop" only serve to proliferate the already imfair stereotype 
and misconception that reporters are not to be trusted. 

I won't go into the ethics of such a move nor will I try to 
comprehend why someone would risk alienating key sources of 
information to sell a few more newspapers. But I will report what 
several Rochester officials had to say on the matter this past week 
during an Open Meeting, verbatim. 

Board of Health Chairman John Lafreniere: "I was quite 
upset that information got out of Town Hall before it was offi- 
cial. I don't know how it got out of Town Hall ... as Chairman of 
the Board of Health, I got very upset. Anything that pertains to 
the Board of Health should be cleared (through us) first." 

Rochester Selectman Richard Nunes: "I had thought the 
letter had been sent out. A reporter asked me for it, and I gave it 
to her." 

Town Administrator James Huntoon: "(The reporter) asked 
me for a copy, and I told her it was only in draft form and wasn't 
ready to be released. She said she wanted it for background in- 
formation only. The formal letters didn't go out until last Thurs- 
day (July 24) via certified mail." 

Rochester Selectman Gary Laboa: "I thought it was very 
clear at the last meeting that it was in draft form. I was just as 
disappointed with (the reporter), because she knew it was in draft 
form and wasn't to be released. She ended up getting a copy and 
released it anyway." 

Building Inspector Robert Francis: "When The Standard- 
Times called me, I told them it was not ready for release, and they 
respected that. It makes it difficult to settle issues when ... the 
information is already out there." 

Rochester Selectman Naida Parker: "Until it's in the mail, 
it's not a public record. We'll have to establish a policy so this 
will not happen in the future ... and appropriate departments 
know when (it is to be released)." 

I don't think I could have said it any better.
